Mcmheri;  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

We,  your  Executive  and  Building  Coniniittee,  beg  leave  to  submit 
this  our  report : 

We  have  endeavored  as  far  as  lay  within  our  powers  to  superintend 
the  affairs  of  the  institution  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  capacity. 
With  a  few  exceptions,  we  have  held  the  regular  monthly  meetings 
and  have  had  many  special  meetings,  the  necessity  of  which  was  due 
to  the  nianj^  unexpected  problems  arising  in  connection  "with  the 
constructive  program. 

We  have,  with  some  delay  and  no  little  worry  and  anxiety,  been 
able  to  complete  the  progi'am  begun  by  our  predecessors  and  also  to 
complete  as  far  as  possible  the  permanent  improvement  program  of 
the  Legislature  of  1921  save,  as  you  will  observe,  the  kitchen  which 
is  now  under  construction  and  will  be  completed  by  August  15th. 

We  have  endeavored  to  the  fullest  extent  of  our  ability  to  carry 
otit,  as  we  interpreted  it,  the  spirit  of  the  institution,  to  bring  it  in 
human  touch  at  every  angle  possible  with  stiifering,  misguided  and 
unfortunate  humanity. 

We  have  not  only  supported  but  have  encouraged  the  staff  in  their 
extension  and  clinical  work.  From  time  to  time  we  have  advised 
and  directed  along  lines  not  to  the  extent  that  we  desired,  but  to 
the  full  limit  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  our  care,  ever  holding  iipper- 
m.ost  in  our  minds  the  one  purpose — the  most  good  to  the  gTeatest 
number. 

We  have  examined  the  Superintendent's  report  and  suggestions  and 
recommend  the  acceptance  of  the  same.  We  have  audited  and  approved 
the  Steward's  report  and  invite  your  careful  consideration  of  the 
same  as  it  gives  in  detail  the  expenditures  both  of  the  Executive 
Committee  for  maintenance  and  the  Building  Committee  for  im- 
provements.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

I  beg  to  submit  tbis  the  sixth  biennial  report  of  the  Caswell  Train- 
ing School  covering  only  one  year  and  seven  months  caused  by  the 
Legislature  of  1921  having  moved  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  up  to 
June  30th. 

This  period  has  been  a  constructive  one  with  all  of  its  accompanying 
worries  and  anxieties.  We  now  occupy  three  new  dormitories,  a  new 
power  house,  new  school  building  and  dining  room  combined,  and  a 
meat  house,  all  of  tire-proof  construction.  Within  the  next  few  weeks 
we  will  complete  a  modern  kitchen.  We  have  additional  dormitory 
space  of  one  hundred  beds  unoccupied  for  lack  of  funds  for  equip- 
ment and  maintenance.     We  have  no  school  furniture. 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  reports  from  the  heads  of  the 
different  departments: 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  our  head  nurse.  Miss  Minnie 
Culver,  which  covers  the  work  done  in  the  hospital  department  up 
to  April  15th  at  which  time  we  are  glad  to  announce  we  secured 
the  services  of  Dr.  Wm.

We  suggest  that  section  1,  chapter  281,  Public  Laws  of  1919  be 
revised  to   read   as   follows : 

"That  the  medical  staff  of  any  penal  or  charitable  hospital  or  institution 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  is  hereby  permitted  and  instructed  to  have 
any  surgical  operation  performed  by  competent  and  skillful  surgeons  upon 
any   inmate  of  any   such   penal   or   charitable   hospital   or   institution   when. 
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in  their  judgment,  said  operation  would  be  for  the  improvement  of  the 
mental,  moral,  or  physical  conditions  of  such  inmate  of  an.v  of  the  said 
institutions;"  and  that   section  2  be  repealed  entirely. 

We  further  suggest  that  section  2,  chapter  266,  Public  Laws  of 
1915  he  repealed  and  that  the  following  be  substituted  therefor: 

"That  hereafter  there  shall  be  received  in  the  Caswell  Training  School, 
subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  adopt, 
feeble-minded  and  mental  defective  persons  of  any  age  when  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  commissioner  of  public  welfare  and  the  board  of  trustees 
it  is  deemed  advisable.  All  applications  for  admission  must  be  approved 
by  the  local  county  welfare  officer  and  the  judge  of  the  juvenile  or  clerk 
of  the  court  of  the  county  wherein  said  applicant  resides."
